Mackay Hutchinsen, It asserts that thus 
tar no woman bas shown the strength of 
physique, combined with the versatility of 
talent aud rapid decision, required for a 
chief editor, nor the “vigorous, rather egotis 
tao, nervous, yet calm, men 

of the euccessful writer of political and gen- 
eral leaders. Many women have written 
occasional forcible leaders, but none (in Nel- 
ly'’s opinion) could sastain the mental drain 


intimate and versatile acquaintance with 
politics and “affairs,” including business. 
legislation, events, history, and contempo-. 
rary men and movements,which would qual- 
ify them for leading writers. 

Stopping right et this point in Miss or 
Mre. Nelly Mackay Hutchinson's views, we 
remark that we see no other evidence that a 
woman may not be the next chief editor or 
leading writer of any fret class daily ix this 
county or abroad, than the fact that no 
woman of sufficient ability has heretofore 
doomed herself to the drudgery of compet- 
ing for such a position. When we compare 
the qualities required m a writer 
ot editorial leaders with those dis- 
played by Mrs. Elizabeth Barrett Browning, 
“George Eliot,” “George Sand,” Harriet 
Martineau, or Harriet Beecher Stowe, in 
their novels, essays, histories, or poems, we 
eee nothing in the best editorial writing 
that requires as wide or high a range of 
ability as these women have embodied in 
their writings. They aimed at a higher 
mark, and won a higher meéd of fame, of 
cash,and we doubt not of usefulness, than 
editorial writers would. arrogate for them- 
selves. One might as weil ask why Dickens 
or Charles Reade weuld not surrender a 
compensation ten times greater than he 
could have earned as an editorial writer had 
he succeeded ever so well, besides giving up 
the pleasure of personal fame and indi- 
vidual homage, to become an anony- 
mous writer for the daily press, as to 
ask why “George Eliot,” Miss Martineau, 
or Mrs. Browning did not do the same. 
For our past, we do not doubt that 
either of these ladies would have written as 
powerful leaders after 8 year’s practice as 
any of the London press ever published. 

But, had they consented to do so, their names. 
like those of the writers of leaders in the Lon- 
don papers, would have been unknown out- 


side of the office in which they wrote. Jour- 


naliem has its advantages, but it is very 
far from plaéing the mere daily journalist, 
whose brains and pen are his sole capital, 
upon a level, socially, -esthetically, or asa 
worker, with the first-class. authors of the 
period, among whom female writers of the 
highest merit do enjoy perfect equality. 

The position of »caaging editor of a news- 
paper is one in which U talent may or 
may not\be subordinate iness capacity, 
—though literary qualifi are common- 
ly those which give him first prominence. 
A newspaper is a manufactory,of,which he is, 
sometimes jointly with the publisher, and 
sometimes alone, the superintendent. The 
respects in which it differs from any other 
manufacturing business are not so important 
as those in which it resemb’es any other. 
The employment of competent subordinates; 
the combination of a thousand minute de- 
tails of a business character, [concerning 
editorials, news, correspondence, reporting, 
paper, press-work, printing, tele- 
graphing, politics, e., the 
mak ing conflicting interests and contingen- 
cies dovetail and harmonize,—these are 
the sphere of a managing editor, and they 
are far less “womanly” than those of a 
leading editorial writer. Yet, if we could 
imagine a woman who could both write 
“Aurora Leigh” and keep a hotel,or who 
could write “Romole” and zun a steam- 
boat, we should prediet her success as man- 
aging editor of almost any newspaper, if 
she would begin as police-court reporter. 
In the light of history, the true motto for 
progressive women is, that what man bas 
done woman may do. 

Our Galaxy writer claims, very justly, that 
women have written with success as para- 
graphiste, one of the most tasty“ fields of 
journalism, also as book-reviewors and cor- 
respondents. They have failed as dramatic 
and musical critics and as reporters, mainiy, 
we think, because the late hours at which 
such work has to be done renders it undesir- 


able that women should at present attempt 


it. Between II at night, when dra- 
matic and musical performances close, and | 
o’clock in the morning, when the last “copy” | 
of the critic or reporter must be | 
handed in, is no time for a 
woman to be haunting newspaper offices | 


in an age in which ladies are not expected to | 


travel the streets of cities alone at night | 
Without escort. Newspapers are as largely 
read by women as by men, and every news- 
paper manager aims to adapt some portion 
of his columns to the tastes of reading women. 
The poems, tales, correspondence, fashion 
articles, and other writings of women are 


often more equally adapted to the taste of | 


both sexes than the like class of writings by 
men. If women who have something new 
and original to write, and can write 
it with tasto and judgment, 
were more common, we doubt not every 
editorial manager would deem it desirable 
to avail himself largely of their services. 
But at present three-fourths of the offerings 
of women to the press are mere words, or, 
possibly, mere style, or sentiment, or 
“gush,” or extravagance. The few women 
who have done great literary work have 
done it as well as men, but the women who 
aim t< do literary work of the average sort 
pumber few good workers.
